Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  year  1962. 

The  Birth  Rate  shows  a  slight  drop  from  the  previous  year  and  is  now 
half  a  point  below  that  of  the  rest  of  the  Country. 

The  Death  Rate  shows  a  satisfactory  drop  from  last  year  and  is  now  one 
point  below  the  rate  for  the  Country  as  a  whole.  Cancer  with  Heart  and 
Allied  Diseases,  accounted  for  130  of  the  total  of  194  deaths. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  shows  a  slight  fall  compared  with  1961. 
There  were  actually  4  deaths  in  this  group,  3  of  which  were  under  the  age 
of  1  week. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  Olney,  Hanslope  and  Lavendon  in 
November.  1,507  persons  took  advantage  of  this  free  check  up.  No  active 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  discovered,  but  7  other  chest  abnormal¬ 
ities  were  detected. 

I  should  like  to  record  again  another  year  of  pleasant  co-operation 
with  your  Clerk,  Mr.  Dunbabin,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 

Mr.  Lockwood,  your  Surveyor,  Mr.  Jones  and  their  staffs.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


1.  LABORATORY  SERVICES 


Specimens  for  bacteriological  investigation  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratories  at  Northampton  and  Bedford.  Specimens  for  qualitative  and  quan¬ 
titative  analysis  were  sent  to  London, 

2.  AMBULANCE  SERVICES 


This  service,  which  is  controlled  by  the  County  Health  Department, maintains  two 
motor  ambulances  and  one  sitting  case  car  in  Newport  Pagnell  supplemented,  if 
necessary,  by  ambulances  from  other  areas  in  North  Bucks. 

3.  HOME  NURSING  AND  MIDWIFERY 


The  District  Nurses  in  the  Newport  Pagnell  Rural  Area  carried  out  their  duties 
in  their  usual  conscientious  manner. 


4.  CLINICS 

(a)  Child  Welfare  Centres 

There  are  four  static  Welfare  Centres  serving  the  district.  They  are  located 
as  follows

The  District  Nurse  and  Health  Visitor  attended  each  session  and  a  Medical 
Officer  attended  once  a  month.  In  addition  to  the  normal,  work  of  a  Child  Welfare 
Centre,  immunisation  against  Diptheria  and  Whooping  Cough  was  also  carried  out. 
These  centres  have  done  excellent  work  during  the  year  and  the  total  attendances 
of  children  was  3,988  ♦  -I  should  like  to  draw  attention  to  the  valuable  work  done 
by  the  Ladies  Voluntary  Committee  at  these  centres. 


(b)  Chest  Clinics 

Administered  jointly  by  the  County  Health  Department  and  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  Chest  Clinics  serving  this  area  are  held  at  Wolverton  and  Bletchley.  A 
specialist  in  Chest  Diseases  attends  once  a  week  and  these  Clinics  are  doing 
excellent  work,  particularly  in  the  fight  against  Tuberculosis, 

(c)  Orthopaedic  Clinic: - 

This  clinic, administered  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board, is  held  twice  monthly 
at  Wolverton  Road,  Newport  Pagnell, 


5.  HOME  HELPS  SERVICE 


This  Service,  introduced  under  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946  is  helping 
many  people  annually.  During  1962  a  total  of  49  cases  were  assisted,

(A)  WATER  (Cont'd) 

Tyringham  Private  Supply 

This  private  supply  for  the  village  of  Tyringham  has  proved  satisfactory 
both  in  quality  and  quantity  throughout  the  year. 

The  total  number  of  residential  properties  is  5,104  being  4,944  houses, 
111  houses  and  shops  and  49  licenced  premises,  of  which  4,340  are  supplied 
with  water  from  the  Public  Plains.  In  addition  the  village  of  Tyringham  (26 
dwellings)  has  its  own  private  supply  laid  on  to  each  property. 

Several  outlying  farms  and  cottages  also  have  their  own  private  supply 
laid  on  for  all  drinking  and  domestic  purposes.  Unfortunately  records  are 
not  available  to  show  how  many  of  the  properties  are  supplied  from  the  Board* s 
main  by  stand-pipe,  but  this  is  known  to  be  only  a  relatively  small  number. 

The  population  in  the  Rural  District  is  14,138  and.  the  estimated  population 
supplied  with  main  water  from  the  Public  Plain  is  13,338.

B.  SEkERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Existing  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Since  the  last  Report,  work  has  been  completed  on  the  Castlethorpe  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  scheme  and  the  effluent  from  the  new  disposal  works  is 
proving  satisfactory. 

All  the  existing  sewers,  sewage  disposal  works  and  sewage  pumping  stations 
in  the  various  villages  have  been  effectively  maintained  during  the  year.  In 
view  of  the  increasing  number  of  new  village  disposal  works  and  in  order  to 
effect  an  improvement  in  the  standard  of  maintenance  at  each  works,  strength 
of  the  maintenance  staff  has  been  increased. 

In  each  village  where  a.  new  sewerage  scheme  has  been  carried  out,  the 
majority  of  properties  now  have  a  modem  system  of  water  borne  sanitation  and 
I  would  urge  every  owner  of  property  that  has  still  not  been  connected  to  the 
new  sewers,  to  do  so  without  delay. 

.  Proposed  Sewers  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Work  is  well  advanced  on  the  Great  Linford  (Station  Terrace  area),  Shenley 
Church  End  and  Loughton  and  Stoke  Goldington  and  Ravenstone  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  schemes.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  Great  Linford  scheme  will  be 
completed  in  the  early  Spring  of  1963,  whilst  both  the  other  schemes  should  be 
completed  in  the  Autumn  of  1963. 

Detailed  schemes  are  being  prepared  for  the  villages  of  North  Crawley  and 
Woughton  and  work  should  be  commenced  on  both  schemes  during  the  summer  of 
1963. 


The  Council  are  making  great  strides  in  the  provision  of  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  facilities  within  the  district  and  approximately  90%  of  the  population 
will  shortly  have  a  main  drainage  scheme  available.

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C.  REFUSE  AND  REFUSE  COLLECTION 

A  survey  of  the  whole  refuse  collection  and  disposal  arrangements  within 
the  District  was  carried  out  in  the  Spring  of  this  year,  following  which  the 
Council  introduced  a  weekly  refuse  collection  service  in  approximately  one 
half  of  the  District.  This  more  frequent  service  was  mainly  given  to  the 
centres  of  population  and  was  primarily  achieved  at  a  modest  cost  by  the 
introduction  of  a  new  25  cu.  yd.  refuse  collection  vehicle.  At  the  same  time 
the  fortnightly  collection  service  to  the  remainder  of  the  area  haa  been 
effectively  maintained.  The  introduction  of  the  weekly  collection  service 
has  proved  so  successful  that  it  is  anticipated  another  similar  vehicle  will 
be  purchased  and  a  weekly  collection  service  introduced  to  the  remainder  of 
the  Rural  District  in  the  Summer  of  1963. 


During  the  year  particular  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  disposal  of 
refuse  and  the  two  main  tipping  sites  at  Bow  Brickhill  and  Stoke  Goldington 
have  been  regularly  levelled  and  covered  with  soil  by  means  of  mechanical 
equipment.  In  1963  the  Council  will  introduce  a  new  method  of  tipping  which 
should  prove  more  effective  and  less  expensive  than  the  system  at  present 
adopted. 

D.  PAIL  AND  CESSPOOL  EMPTYING 

The  weekly  pail  emptying  and  quarterly  cesspool  emptying  services  have 
been  regularly  maintained.
